Planting Evergreens 


When planting Evergreens dig the hole 
considerably broader than the ball of earth 
about the roots. Then place the tree in posi- 
tion, but before filling the hole mix a generous 
amount of Pioneer Peat with the soil, about 
one-fourth Peat to three-fourths soil. Pioneer 
Peat preserves moisture for the roots and pre- 
vents the soil from packing.

Planting Fruit Trees 


The best guarantee for success in planting 
fruit trees is the use of a generous quantity 
of Peat Moss with each tree. 

Peat Moss maintains a uniform supply of 
moisture in the soil, like a million tiny sponges 
about the roots. It loosens and aerates heavy 
clay soil and keeps sandy soil from drying 
out. 

Dig the hole considerably broader than 
the root-spread of the tree and use about one 
fourth Peat Moss mixed with three fourths soil 


when planting. 
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Best Quality Lawn Seed for Permanent Lawns 


No one thing so adds to the interest and charm of a landscape as a well proportioned 
lawn. Once a good lawn is established, it is quite simple to add flowers and shrubs in 
pleasing combination, but without grass it is impossible to secure the restful effect so much 
desired in any scheme of planting. 

The first thing of importance in making a permanent lawn, is to have good soil that holds 
moisture well and has sufficient drainage so as not to become soggy. 

Once the soil is well prepared, the all-important thing is to secure a high quality lawn 
seed. One that is made up of the proper proportions of the best perennial grasses. The 
cheap lawn seeds contain mostly annual grasses. These look fine for the first season 
but disappear during the first winter, leaving your lawn thin and patchy. We do not 
handle the cheap mixtures. Remember, cheap seed means wasted efforts and a poor lawn. 


For new lawns use 5 lbs. of seed for 1000 square feet.
